2 This pertains to the determination validate and reporting of Homicide 
Cases Under Investigation (HCUI) to enable us of rendering e uniform system of 
data collection and facilitate the solution of all HCUIs nationwide 

3 Be informed that HCUIs are killings of personas by another person/s 

committed in any manner and prcumstences ft includes murders and homicides, 
except those cases resulting from reckless imprudence end police operations These 
are actually the same cases which were lab e led m the past as Deaths Under 
Investigation (DUI) and Murder Cases Under Investigation fMCUl) 1 HCUIs can be 
categorized as drug related, non-drug related or mobve to be determined and can 
be classified further as solved cleared and under investigation JjH 

4 A case shall he considered as Drug Related upon vakdabon of the 
RiDMD/PIDMB that the kilted person is reportedly invoked m tftega* drugs there m 
illegal drugs/paraphernaia recovered at tes/her po s se s io n and/or there Iff 
indicators that the suspect/s or the victim/* n/are involved at Hegel drugs A coat 
shall be classified as Non Drug Related when the fk *l*ri/tnd£4tora of drug 
refated are absent or there are other motives present While a case is considered 
Motive to be Determined if U c sbgator while on the process of sfenufyvtg its
